in Tibet a mountain stream rises.

a river. A mad, 
roaring torrent, 
it flows at 16,- 
000 feet above 
sea level south- 
eastward hard 
by the great 
east-west cara- 
we. van route from 
“* China to Lhasa. 
From here it plunges through wild, 


deep mountain gorges for 300 
miles to its turbulent, ever-de- 
scending lower basin. 


The Chinese call it the Lan- 
Tsan-Kiang. But when it has 
plunged on to become, for a brief 
time, the border between Burma 
and Laos, it takes on the name by 
which it is best known . . . the 
Mekong. It forms the long Thai- 
Laos frontier, cuts across central 
Cambodia and empties into the 
South China Sea across an an- 
ciert, ever-enlarging delta. The 
Mekong is 2,625 miles long and is 
the 10th largest river in. the 
world. It is a stream of many 
tributaries and turbulences. It is 
affected mightily by melting 
snows, monsoons and typhoons. 


During the season of rains and 
melting snows its flow is so pow- 
erful that it reverses a large 
tributary river called the Tonle 
Sap, causing it to run strongly 
backward into the great lake 
which it normally drains, making 
it flood with great damage and 
loss of property and crops. 


Plans to Tame 


The currencies of 13 nations 
are being spent on plans to har- 
ness, tame and use that great, 
smashing, unbroken river. Ameri- 
can dollars are among them. An 
American engineer headed the 
commission which worked out the 
plans for the enormous survey 
task, three initial power dams and 
many smaller barrages. Fourteen 
to 29 years of work are ahead. 
But when, and if, it is completed 
the result will remake the econ- 
omy of four countries and millions 
of people. 


This story of the Mekong is one 
of the least known United 
Nations programs of _§interna- 
tional cooperation. There 
a U.N. agency called the ‘Bu- 
reau of Flood Control of the 
United Nations Economic Com- 
mission for Asia and the Far 
East” (ECAFE). Until it began 
preliminary work in 1951 the 
Mekong was virtually unknown. 


Four countries, Cambodia, Laos, 
Thailand and Viet-Nam, are the 
countries most involved. They are 
ethnically and politically diverse, 
yet are cooperating fully on the 
plans. They have contributed fi- 
nancially as best they can. Irri- 
gation alone would more than 
double their present crop land. 
The power would enable them to 
move into the edges of the indus- 
trial revolution. 


Within Framework 


All work is within the frame- 
work of the United Nations and 
its: specialized agencies. The 
Technical Assistance Board, The 
Bureau of Technical Assistance 
Operations, The Food and Agri- 
cultural Organization, The World 
Meteorological Organization, and 
the U.N.’s Special Fund have all 
joined to aid the project. The 
nine nations, outside the basin, 
giving concrete assistance, are 
the United States, Great Britain, 
Australia, New Zealand, Canada, 
France, India, Iran, Japan. 


Long-time international aid is 
necessary because the four small, 
underdeveloped countries, largely 
rice-growing, are unable to con- 
tribute more than a small share. 

When, 14 to 20 years from now, 
the dams are completed, the 
river will be navigable from the 
South China Sea to the Burma 
border. Electric power will open 
up vast untapped forest wealth 
and minerals for new industries. 
Southeast Asia will have entered 
a new era. 


Here is a project which will 
excite many and irritate those 
who do not believe in either the 
United Nations or international 
aid, even on a cooperative basis. 
But those who know that two 
thirds of the world is hungry, 
and who are aware that so long’ 
as that is true tensions and 
dangers of chaotic world politics 
will increase, will be thrilled by

Senate Defeats 
Registrar Plan

WASHINGTON — The Senate rejected Friday a 
proposal for the appointment of federal voting regis- 
trars to assist Negro voting in certain areas of the South. 


Republicans and Southern Dem- 
ocrats combined to defeat this 
proposed amendment by Sen. 
Douglas (D-Ill) to the pending 
civil rights bill in the Senate. 


This cleared the way for even- 
tual adoption of a voting referee 
proposal, sponsored by the Re- 
publicans, or an enrolling officer 
plan backed by Northern Demo- 
crats. 


The roll call vote was 53 to 24 
to reject the Douglas amend- 
ment, originally recommended by 
the Civil Rights Commission. 


Actually the vote was on a 
motion by Republican Leader 
Dirksen of Illinois to table the 
amendment of his Democratic 
colleague. 


Meanwhile, in the House the 
Southerners failed by the scant 
margin of three votes to adopt a

County land now held by the University System is unconstitutional, 


Atty. Gen. Cook ruled Friday. 


His decision apparently ends, at 
least for a year, one of the most 
controversial matters acted on by 
the 1960 General Assembly. 


Transfer of the land was bitterly 
opposed by Board of Regents 
Chairman -Robert O. Arnold of 
Covington but passed overwhel- 
mingly’ by the legislature. 


WORDING ATTACKED 


Cook said the resolution 
faulty because of its wording.

The title of the resolution refers 
“the Board of Regents of the 
University System of Georgia,” a 
department of state government. 


The body refers to a _ public 
corporation, “‘the regents, Univer- 
sity System of Georgia.”’ 


The difference between the two 
is that the public corporation has 
authority to hold title to land and 
the department does not. 


VETO EXPECTED 

Cook referred to a constitutional 
provision which states: “no law 
shall pass which refers to more 
than one subject matter or con- 
tains matter different from what 
is expressed in the title thereof.’ 


Presumably Gov. Vandiver will 


veto the resolution or simply 
pocket-veto it by failing to sign it. 


Cook said another flaw in the 
resolution is its reference to land 
not now being farmed or used for 
experiment station purposes. W. T. 
Fullilove, director. of the Georgia 
Experiment Station, said all of the 
land was being used, the attorney 
general reported.

WASHINGTON (UPI)—The Re- 
publicans tried to pick up Dixie 
supporters Friday by charging 
that Democratic National Chair- 
man Paul M. Butler was trying 
to rig his party’s presidential 
nomination for northern Sen. John 
F. Kennedy (D-Mass.). 


A GOP memorandum _ also 
charged that Butler would try to 
ram through the Democratic Na- 
tional Convention a radical civil 
rights program to which Mrs. 
Eleanor Roosevelt would contri- 
bute “‘her biased views.”’ 


The memorandum was pre- 
pared by I. Lee Potter, the GOP’s 
Southern director, and sent to all 
Republican state chairmen in the 
South. It urged the chairmen, now 


meeting in New Orleans, to capi- 
talize on ‘‘the rebellion” it said 
Butler’s “radicalism’’ was caus- 
ing among Southern Democrats. 

Potter linked Kennedy with But- 
ler and the Democratic Advisory 
Council in what Potter called a 
“down - with - the South power 
grab.”

Vandiver’s remarks on segre- 
gation and teachers’ salaries, 
currently the two hottest items in 
Georgia education, highlighted 
the governor’s speech at the clos- 
ing session of the Georgia Educa- 
tion Assn. annual convention here. 


READ BY GEER 


With the governor hospitalized 
and unable to attend the session, 
the speech was read to the edu- 
cators by Peter Zack Geer, 
Vandiver’s executive secretary. 


Voluntary segregation was 
described by Vandiver as ‘“‘the 
only way the two races can live 
together in the South in peace 
and harmony and mutual prog- 
ress.” 


The governor also urged: ‘‘Let’s 
give the lie once and for all to 
the canard that if one school is 
integrated in Georgia, all the 
schools will close.” 

NO MASSIVE CLOSINGS 

“The Georgia law simply does 
not authorize or contemplate mas- 
sive school closings under any 
circumstances,” Vandiver  de- 
clared. 


“‘We don’t want to see even one 
school closed,”” he said, ‘‘and this

WASHINGTON (#—The State 
department Friday night an- 
nounced that Ambassador Philip 
Bonsal will return to his post in 
Havana at an early date—prob- 
ably next week. 


This announcement was made 
after the department rejected as 
absurd and groundless a Cuban 
suggestion that-the. United States 
instigated the defection of Cuba’s 
top miliary official in Washing- 
ton, Lt. Comdr. Miguel Pons. 


Despite the accusation from 
Raul Castro’s Armed Forces Min- 
istry, U.S. officials reported there 
is some brightening of prospects 
for an improvement in relations 
with the government of Prime 
Minister Fidel Castro. 


An announcement said assur- 
ances have been received from 
Cuba that the Castro government 
“has no charges” against Bonsal. 


Castro in a televised speech ac- 
cused the United States of waging 
a campaign of hostility against 
his government and charged the 
U.S. and Spanish ambassadors 
were aiding counter-revolution- 
ists in Cuba. 


The Cuban Armed Forces Min- 
istry said Thursday’s resignation 
of Pons, who charged the Castro 
regime is a Communist front bent 
on destroying Cuba, was inspired 
by the promoters of a munitions 
ship explosion in Havana March 
4. Castro said the United States 
was highly suspected in that dis- 
aster.

Vandiver Stricken, 
Rests in Hospital 


Gov. Vandiver was hospitalized here Friday for 
treatment of what his physician described as “a muscu- 


lar disorder in the neck.” 


The governor was admitted to 
Piedmont Hospital shortly before 
noon. His physician, Dr. Franklin 
H. Goodwin, later released this 
statement through the governor's 
office: 


“Gov. Vandiver has eaten a 
good lunch and is resting com- 
fortably. His condition is good. He 
has no pain, except some discom- 
fort from neck muscle involv- 
ment.” 


STRICKEN FRIDAY 


The governor was’ stricken Fri- 
day in his office at the Capitol 
a few minutes before he was 
scheduled to hold his regular 
morning conference. 


Vandiver was assisted from his 
office by Peter Zack Geer, his 
executive secretary, and T. A. 
Smith, his driver. He was taken 
to Dr. Goodwin's office: at 33 
Baker St.,. NE, and then by am- 
bulance to Piedmont Hospital. 


The Capitol immediately swirled 
with rumors that Vandiver had 
suffered a possible heart attack. 
Statements by physicians attend- 
ing the governor tended to dis- 
count the rumors. 


NECK DISORDER 


The governor “has been under 
my care since last Sunday,” said 
Dr. Goodwin. ‘‘He has suffered for 
several days from a muscular dis- 
order in the neck.”’ 


After examining Vandiver Fri- 
day morning, the doctor said he’d 
“decided to hospitalize him for 
further observation.” 

Capitol observers said Vandiver, 
after entering his office, had

TOKYO (UPI)—A Chinese Com- 
munist court Friday convicted 
American Bishop James E. Walsh 
on charges of plotting with Fran- 
cis Cardinal Spellman of New 
York to topple the Peiping regime 
and sentenced him to 20 years 
imprisonment, Radio Peiping said 
Saturday. 


Tze broadcast claimed the 68- 
year-old Maryknoll missionary, 
only ranking Roman Catholic for- 
eign priest left in China, had con- 
iessed to “‘the mass of conclusive 
evidence” that he harbored coun- 
ter-revolutionaries, led a ring of 
Catholic spies, stored ‘arms and

Peiping boasted that the bishop 
received a “‘public trial,”’ in words 
reminiscent of East European 
Communist broadcasts during the 
trials of Catholic prelates after 
World War II.

Flu Vaccine 
Tested at 
Gracewood 


Doctors at Gracewood Train- 
ing School for Mental Defectives 
near Augusta have experimented 
with a new vaccine that may 
come into general use as a 
weapon against influenza. 


The new drug contains six 
strains of flu viruses—two more 
than are contained in the vaccine 
being used now, a Gracewood psy- 
chiatrist said Friday. 


GIVEN TO 200 


Dr. Ann Bailey, senior physician 
in psychiatry at Gracewood, said 
the vaccine was given to 200 per- 
sons—mostly children—to deter- 
mine its resistance potency. 


Results were published in an 
article in the American Medical 
Assn. Journal. The article says 
the vaccine is designed to pro- 
vide broader protection against 
all species of influenza viruses. 


The study at Gracewood was 
conducted from the fall of 1958 
until the spring of 1959. 


PARENTIAL NOD WAIVED 


Dr. Bailey said Gracewood con- 
ducted the experiment without ob- 
taining permission from parents 
or relatives of the children. 


One reason, she said, was that 
the vaccine contained no unknown 
elements, that it was merely a 
mixture of -known strains. 


She added: ‘‘When the children 
are admitted to Gracewood, the 
parents or guardians sign a state- 
ment giving permission for mem- 
bers of the medical staff to treat 
the children as they deem neces- 
sary.”

‘Balanced Program’ 
Won't Just Happen 


In his straightforward address pre- 
pared for delivery, to the GEA last 
night, Gov; -Vandiver called for a 
“Balanced Foundation Program for Ed- 
ucation” in the state and gave assurances 
there would be no massive school clos- 
ings. Certainly both goals are desirable 
and necessary. 

But to implement the “balanced” pro- 
gram the governor made it quite plain 
that cooperative efforts on the part of 
the state, local communities and school 
people themselves will be necessary. He 
pledged all support possible from the 
state within the limits of its financial re- 
sources while making it clear that a 
“balance” can be achieved only through 
increased support by local communities. 

Pointing to the well-known fact that 
Georgia. ranks fifth in the nation in per- 
centage support of education at the state 
level, the governor deelared: 


“But what about local support? 

‘In that we are third from the bottom. 

“A deplorable contrast that has become 
compounded over the years. 

“You who have been observing educa- 
tional financing in Georgia for many years 
know better than I why this is so. 

“Georgia should rank around 20th in the 
nation in teacher pay but due to failure of 
local support she ranks 40th. ... 

“In the past eight years state support for 
education has more than doubled, adding 
nearly 90 million dollars to the total spent. 
Yet local support has increased only 11 mil- 
lion dollars. . . 

“Local support in the average state is 
nearly 60 per cent of the total cost of educa- 
tion. : 

“Yet local support in Georgia is only 28 
per cent. 

“Unquestionably this gap should be nar- 
rowed. I don’t say that we can attain a bal- 
ance of support completely comparable to the 
national average. But until we do better sub- 
stantially on the local level than we are do- 
ing now, we are not going to do right by our 
children and our teachers.” 


The governor offers no suggestions 
about how the gap can be narrowed. He 
asks the GEA to come up with a pro- 
gram which its members agree upon and 
which the General Assembly will accept. 

Those “who have been observing ed- 
ucational financing in Georgia” do know 
the cause—and the remedy. The whole 
framework of school financing is based 
upon a totally unrealistic ad valorem tax 
structure at the local level. Appraisals 
of property are so low in many counties 
as to be ridiculous. Tax equalization on a 
statewide basis would provide the rem- 
edy. And once applied, it would: benefit 


all local communities as well as the state. . 


Those communities which have faced 
up to their responsibilities today are reap- 
ing the benefits. Those which have not 
continue to decline in education and all 
other local government functions.

There Are Better Sites 


For This Prison Camp 


Atty. Gen. Eugene Cook’s decision 
ruling invalid the legislative resolution 
providing for taking land from the Uni- 
versity System for use as a prison site is 
welcome news. 

The Board of Regents properly had 
opposed transfer of the land which is 
close to the magnificent 4-H Club camp 
to which thousands of boys and girls from 
the farms of Georgia have given so much 
work and affection and to which many 
business firms and individuals have made 
donations. Putting a prison nearby would 
have done much harm and would have 
created fear in the minds of parents and 
teachers responsible for the camp. 

The decision by the attorney general 
means the camp will remain as it is for 
farm boys and girls. The regents and the 
College of Agriculture will keep their 
valuable demonstration and experimental 
farm and timber land. This happy state of 
affairs should not be disrupted.

Committees Are Useful 


On Specific Problems j 


President Eisenhower’s earnest rec- 
ommendation that local communities set 
up biracial committees is an excellent 
one. But comments on it by Atlanta’s 
Mayor Hartsfield are equally sound. He 
points out that a general recommenda- 
tion does not always fit every problem. 

The mayor says that in cities outside 
the Deep South committees go to work 
-on @ common basis of acceptance of the 
constitutional ban against discrimination. 
But in the South the committees are 
rendered all but impotent by the fact 
there‘is no such agreement and the politi- 
cal power is translated into state laws pre- 
venting what the committees might try 
to @ccomplish. Thus, while the idea of 
committees is sound, it is not too prac- 
tical in the areas noted. 

What should be of value is a private 
committee composed 6f the persons in- 


’ ° 


volved in a specific problem. Lunch 
counters in railway and bus stations and 
in tax-supported public buildings such 
as city halls, courthouses, state capitols 
and federal buildings are very likely in 
constitutional trouble. Except for court 
tests, restaurants in these are hardly nat- 
ural targets. 

But businesses involved, especially in 
dime stores and transportation, need to 
work out a course of action which will 
deal with the issues involved. And oth- 
ers may find profit in exploring atti- 
tudes. But as Mayor Hartsfield suggests, 
a citywide committee would be inef- 
fective.

Russians Still Refuse 


Effective Arms Controls 


It now appears the new Geneva dis- 
armament conference will bog down as 
have previous ones over the same old 
issue—Soviet refusal to accept a worka- 
ble controls and inspection system. 

The Western plan calls for built-in 
controls for every phase with an interna- 
tional organization affiliated with the 
United Nations to enforce such controls 
and to impose sanctions on violators. This 
involves a surrender of national sov- 
ereignty iri the armaments field. The West 
agrees to it. The Soviet Union does not. 

Premier Khrushchev’s plan does call 
for an international coritrol body. But the 
Soviet plan would limit inspection at the 
start “to the extent of the phased dis- 
armament.” This merely means that Mos- 
cow could permit verification of such 
things as troop cuts while increasing their 
strength in other fields. 

The Soviets also insist on “self-con- 
trol,” With vetoes on inspections on their 
soil and on any sanctions against them 
both within the control organization or 
the United Nations. 

This, of course, is the snag upon 
which all previous disarmament efforts 
have fallen. 

There is hope that there can be some 
cOmpromise on the bargaining positions 
now established by both sides. But unless 
the issue of controls and inspection can be 
resolved, hopes for even a beginning of 
disarmament are dim indeed.

The first issue depicts the bit- 
ter feelings over slavery that only 
a short while later plunged this 
nation into the War Between the 
States. It tells of the hanging of 
John Brown that concluded with 
the following paragraph: 

“So that he might stand near 
the gallows, one man borrowed a 
uniform of the Richmond Greys, 
a militia unit on guard duty. He 
was identified as John Wilkes 
Booth, an actor.” 

This John Wilkes Booth, who 
was then viewing the demise of a 
similar extremist on the other 
side of the slavery issue, later 
killed Abraham Lincoln, the one 
man who could have and proba- 
bly would have prevented the Re- 
construction Days from which the 
South has never fully recovered. 

Today we have a similar situa- 
tion in which the Negro is again 
the central issue. Then there were 
the demagogues who fed the fires 
of a burning race issue that final- 
ly forced a war that neither a 
vast majority in the South nor in 
the North wanted.

Ike States Views 
On Sitdown Tactic 


WASHINGTON—The President at a recent 
news conference strongly implied his belief that 
personal service establishments, privately owned, | 
such as shops and taverns, neither act unconstitutional 
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others of their constitutional guarantees when they decline to serve 
Negroes or any other group they may select. 


But he expressed as his definite 
“understanding” that “‘when an 
establishment belongs to the pub- 
lic’ and operates ‘under public 
charter” this discrimination vio- 
lates the 14th Amendment. 

If this interprets his views cor- 
rectly, then the President's judg- 
ment of the legal issues raised in 
the sitdowns at Southern lunch- 
counters is that Negroes have a 
constitutional right to be served, 
for instance, in the restaurant 
within the Capitol of South Caro- 
lina, provided they commit ‘“‘no 
violence in any form,”’ but none 
to demand service in privately 
owned establishments by demop- 
strations disorderly or otherwise 
when racial segregation in these 
is not banned by local law. 

The 1952 decision of the Su- 
preme Court in District of Colum- 
bia vs. John R. Thompson Co., Inc. 
appears to support the President’s 
concept of the law in such cases. 
It involves the refusal of a Thomp- 
son restaurant to serve Negroes 
solely because of their race and 
color. Since then the Supreme 
Court has so greatly broadened 
its rulings against segregation 
that the rationale of this decision 
could be reversed, as the “‘sep- 
arate but equal’ affirmation of 
the court in 1896 was reversed in 
the school case opinions of 1954 
and 1955. But until or unless that 
occurs, the ruling of 1952 stands. 

At issue was a local law of the 
legislative assembly of the dis-

trict (thereafter abolished), adopt- 
ed in 1873. This made it a crime 
to disefiminate on the ground of 
race or color including a refusal 
of restaurant service. Justice 
Douglas, for tfe Supreme Court, 
held that these laws were enforce- 
able local regulations of an al- 
ready licensed business. And he 
quoted approvingly a judgment of 
the federal courts of appeal that 
“‘a municipal ordinance or police 
regulation (‘in the interest of 
peace and order’) is particularly * 
applicable to the inhabitants of a 
particular place; in other words 
it is local in character.” 

Under this classification, police 
protection in Southern communi- 
ties of service segregation in pri- 
vate, licensed business is equally 
“local in character’ and could be 
upheld on the reasoning in the 
Thompson case. 

But as the President indicated 
it will be prudent not to rely on 
this in the Supreme Court of 1960 
et seq. Local police protection of 
privately owned, licensed places 
which do not serve Negroes equal- 
ly with whites would come, before 
the high bench under a of 
decisions against forms of racial 
segregation that were still consti- 
tutional in 1952. As the President 
said, “I certainly am .. . not wise 
enough in this area to know when 
a matter is such as actually to 
violate the constitutional rights of 
the Negroes.’’ And many accomp- 
lished lawyers will cry ‘‘amen.”’ 


Red China Stalls

WASHINGTON—After two and a half years 
of fruitless negotiation between the United States 
and Red China to bring about an exchange of 
the evidence

is conclusive that the Chinese 


Communists want to continue to talk about it—and seem determined 


to prevent it. 

Each side blames the other for 
the fact that nothing happens. 

From a study of all the official 
statements made since the talks 
began in August, 1957, it seems 
clear to me that the Chinese Com- 
munists do-not want to exchange 
reporters with the United States 
but. do not want to admit that 
they don’t. 

Here are the reasons why this 
conclusion now is inescapable: 

1. From the beginning of the 
negotiations the United States has 
offered to Red China exactly the 
same rights and facilities for ac- 
creditation as the United States 
offers to every other country. 


2. Red China demands some- 
thing different. It demands an 
advance agreement that a pre- 
cisely specified number of cor- 
respondents be guaranteed. Such 
an advance agreement would 
mean that by limiting its applica- 
tions, Red China could require 
us to admit any individual it chose 
to nominate or else force us 
into violation of the agreement. 

3. Even if Peiping wouldn't un- 
dertake a larger exchange of cor- 
respondents with us, the New 
York Herald Tribune recently sug- 
gested a one-for-one exchange, 
The Red Chinese didn’t say no. 
They just didn’t say anything. 

It was to this end that the 
president and editor of the New 
York Herald Tribune sent on Dec. 
22 last a letter to Chou En-Lai,

main cause for that is we live in a time when the individual person 
is being belittled.

As we looked at 
that great canyon he made this 
remark: “You could put every 
person in the world in that can- 
yon and in just a few years not 
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be able to tell anything was put 
into it.” That one canyon is big 
énough to swallow up everybody 
on earth. It does make one feel 
insignificant. 

But we must be careful to 
measure life in terms of quality 
instead of quantity. A farmer 
may have a hundred acres of 
land. It weighs millions of tons. 
Also he has a baby which weighs 
only 10 pounds. Yet he would 
quickly say that his 10-poind 
baby is worth more than millons 
of tons of land.

Morehouse Youth Ordered. 


To Return to Alabama Home

A 16-year-old Morehouse College 
freshman who was arrested sin 
Tuesday's Negro demonstrations 
against segregated eating places 
here was placed on probation Fri- 


day on condition that he return 
to his Birmingham; Ala., home. 


Action came at a hearing at 
which Negro attorneys represent- 
ing the student protested that the 
state’s new ‘“‘trespassing”’ law un- 
der which he was arrested is un- 
constitutional. 


They contended that it violates 
the “equal protection’’ and “‘due 
process” clauses of the U.S. Con- 
stitution. 


The defense did not deny the 
youth was guilty of the acts al- 
leged. 


Fulton Juvenile Court Judge W. 
W. Woolfolk told the youth's par- 
ents that if they ‘“‘can’t control 
him in Atlanta, then you will have 
to take him back to Birming- 


ham.” The judge said it was ap- 
parent the youth was under the 
influence of a student body which 
had determined to violate the 
law. ‘i 


Despite urgings from the par- 
ents, Judge Woolfolk said that if 


the -youth remained here, he 
might get into further trouble 
which would require that he be 
sent to training school. ‘And I 
don’t want to do that,”’ he added. 


Judge Woolfolk also declared 
h* is “not going to tolerate” any 
discord between the races here. 
“This is a serious situation. We 
are dealing with dynamite, and I 


|.am not going to let it happen here 


in Atlanta,” he said. 


The judge elicited testimony 
from the boy’s parents and from 
Dean B..R. Brazeal of Morehouse 
that they bad not advised him to 
participate in the demonstrations. 
Each also said they would have 
advised against, it. 


Dean Brazeal said he was 
among those who proposed the 
idea of the “human rights’’ ad- 
vertisements which was published 
by Negro students in Atlanta pa- 
pers last week. He said he had 
never “officially advocated any 
demonstrations.” 


Negro attorneys D. L. Hollo- 
well and R. E. Thomas Jr. also 
testified about how they got into 
the case. Both said.Dean Brazeal 
had asked them to aid in obtain- 
ing the release of students who 
were arrested. 


The youth was among nine stu- 
dents. who attempted to get serv- 
ice at the Union News Co., Inc., 
lunch counter at Union Station, 2 
Forsyth St., NW. Manager Her- 
bert C. Teal said the youth re- 
fused to leave when asked to do 
so after he had been refused 
service.
